A sur-tax affects those 
having big incomes. W hen the inter­ 
est derived by an individual or corpor­ 
ation from investments exceeds $5,- 
nno annually, then that income is sub­ 
ject to sur-tak. 
Thus a sur tax will affect Incomes 
derived from Liberty Bonds only when 
the interest on those bonds exceeds 
the $700(1 minimum. 
The interest on 
$125,000 in four

Bonds is $5000 and therefore is not 
subject to sur tax. 
In this way the government hopes 
to have the wage earner invest in the 
war loan since his investm ent would 
be small.
